NEWARK — When surgeons 
pulled the bullet from 17-year-old 
Howard Caesar's body, it did not 
match that of an authorized police 
officer’s service revolver, leading 
Acting Essex County Prosecutor 
James Mulvihill to issue a special 
Grand Jury investigation into the 
teen’s shooting. 

Mulvihill said he wants the 
group to determine if any of the nine 
officers involved in Caesar’s shoot- 
ing were using unauthorized weap- 
ons. Even though Newark police 
carry 9 mm weapons, the bullet 
pulled from Caesar’s body was from 
45 caliber gun. 

This incident has shrouded the 
recently-praised Newark police de- 
partment in a sea of controversy 
after the June 9 shooting of Caesar 
who had stolenacar from the mother 
of one of the officers involved. All 
of the officers involved had their 
weapons confiscated and the six 
whoadmitted they were at the scene 


during the incident were suspended 
without pay. Of those six, four of 
them admitted to filing incorrect 
police reports. Mulvihill issued a 
search of the officers’ homes which 
reportedly did not turn up any 
pertinant information. 

Officials are hoping that the 
Grand Jury will be able to get to the 
actual story after receiving the evi- 
dence. Mulvihill is hopeful that the 
conduct of police supervisors will 
also be addressed and outlined. He 
said thatthey will have the authority 
to “investigate all of the facts and 
circumstances” in the Caesar shoot- 
ing. 

In a statement dated June 12 
from Central Ward Councilman 
George Branch, he called for the 
facts before making any judgments. 

“Jam concerned about the prob- 
ability of a cover-up among police 
officers involved in the incident, 
but confident that under the super-

NEWARK — In 1967, rioting 
tore through the heart of Newark, 
New Jersey's largest city. Now, 25 
years later, Newark is still trying to 
recover. Veteran NJN reporter 
Sandra King explores how the city 
has changed—for better or worse— 
in 25 Years After: Voices from 
Newark, a new special premiering 
Thursday, June 25 at 8:30 p.m. 

In the first hour King reprises 
her award-winning documentary, 
Newark: The Slow Road Back. This 
show features interviews with New- 
ark residents from various walks of 
life. King spent an entire shift with 
two white police officers who patrol 
Newark’s Central Ward, where most 
of the rioting occurred. She also 
spoke with a welfare grandmother’ 
who lived in a high-rise housing 
project which was about to be torn 
down. 

Crystal Spellman, a young 
woman who was seven years old at 
the time of the riots, shares her own 
tragic story in this moving program. 
King says, “She and her 10 brothers 
and sisters lived in a high-rise hous- 
ing project in the riot district. Her 
mother went to the window of their 
tenth floor apartment to look out- 


side anda state trooperon the ground 
mistook her for a sniper. She was 
shot and killed. At age seven, 
Spellman watched her mother die.” 
The documentary is followed 
by a live, thought-provoking dis- 
cussion with a panel of Newark 
leaders from all sectors of the com- 
munity. The featured guests will 
include Mayor Sharp James, Mon- 
signor William Linder, founder of 
the New Community Corporation 
which has built more than 2,000 
units of housing in Newark; Ramon 
Rivera, executive director of LaCasa 
de Don Pedro; Steve Adubato, Sr., 
founder of the North Ward Center;

Aswe watch the unfolding trag- 
edy of thousands of Haitians who 
are desperately fleeing oppression, 
one shameful fact has become crys- 
tal clear; the Bush Administration 
has chosen a course of moral bank- 
ruptcy, fueled by a consistent sup- 
ply of brutal and intentional racism. 
The President maintains that the 
vast majority of Haitian refugees 
are trying to escape poverty. He 
asserts that very few have any well- 
founded fear of persecution or physi- 
cal harm. In fact, the opposite is 
true. Many Haitians who have en- 
dured abject poverty for genera- 
tions would never consider the dan- 
gerous ocean voyage. But they now 
choose to risk death in a small boat 
instead of facing the brutality of an 
army death squad. 

Sincethe legitimate government 
of Father Jean Bertrand Aristide 
was overthrown on September 30, 
the army has turned terrorizing ci- 
vilians into a recreational activity. 
Every morning, bullet-riddled bod- 
ies are found on the streets of Port- 
Au-Prince. Mr. Bush's executive 
order, which repatriates all Haitian 
refugees without even attempting to 
interview them, has the same effect 
as sentencing many of them to tor-

Recently, an unidentified Hai- 
tian man who was part of a group 
being returned to Haiti on a U.S. 
Coast Guard cutter jumped over- 
board. When rescuers reached him, 
he tried to fight them off while 
screaming, “Iprefertodie.” Clearly, 
this man knew what kind of recep- 
tion the army and police would give 
him when he returned to Haiti. As 
the violence continues, the bod:

NEWARK — When he died last 
Sunday, Rev. Benjamin Franklin 
(B.F.) Johnson had been pastor of 
Metropolitan Baptist Church on 
Prince Street, 48 years. 

A native of Evington, Va., the 
95 year-old pastor had pastored in 
then rural Goldsboro, N.C. before 
accepting Metroploitan’s call in 
1944, 


He found a Newark that was 
segregated and where Blacks were 
struggling for economic, social and 
political change. The challenge to 
bring about change was an ideal 
climate for a young man with fixed 
ideas about urban ministry and one 
who still felt the pain of the lash in 
defiance of the slave owner’s death 
threats. 

In his first decade in Newark 
Rev. B.F. Johnson not only proved 
to be a leader of his flock, but a 
leader among his peers. He was a 
commanding figure as a dashing 
young preacher and fiery orator 
devoted to his immediate family, 
church family and the community 
in which they lived and worked. 

It was ordained he would be- 
come a clergy leader who preached 
and practised academic pursuit and 
political involvement as the way of 
the future for blacks in his adopted 
city. 

Rev. Johnson was a forerunner 
of the politics of inclusion. He 
courted both Republicans and 
Democrats and was widely sought 
after in both parties. 

He welcomed local, county, 
state and national political figures 
to his church and his home. If he

Though he was confined to a 
wheel chair in the last few years, 
Rev. Johnson would rise to the oc- 
casion when it was necessary for his 
voice to be heard. And it was amaz- 
ing that almost to the end, his voice 
was strong and steady and his mes- 
sage as compelling as it had always 
been. 

It was inevitable he would be- 
friend Rev. Martin Luther King, Jr. 
and his philosophy of non-violence. 
A close friend of the civil rights 
leader’s father, Martin, Sr., Rev. 
Johnson was involved in the forma- 
tive years of the SCLC and in 1968, 
helped to arrange one of the young 
King’s rare Newark appearances. 

Rev. Johnson turned down nu- 
merous requests to run for public 
office.

One problem black youth face 
is the misconception among many 
people that they use drugs more 
than do youngsters of other races. 
This is not true. It is important for 
young black Americans to know 
how well they stack up against oth- 


behavior—because they can and 
must do even better. 

The National High School Se- 
nior Surveys for 1985 to 1989 show 
that 88.3 percent of white males had 
used alcohol in the past year, against 
72.5 percentof black males, Twelve 
percent of white male seniors had 
used cocaine, compared with 6.1 
percent of black male seniors. Forty 
percent of white male seniors had 
used marijuana,compared with 29.8 
percent of black male seniors. 

Data from the Parents Resource 
Institute on Drug Education Inc. 
(PRIDE) of ‘atlanta show that 35.1 
percent of white male junior high 
school students had drunk beer, 
while 30.6 percent of black male 
students had. For marijuana, the 
figures were 5.4 percent for white 
junior high school males and 3.4 
percent for black males. 

NHSSS and PRIDE. surveys 
show similar differences for white 
and black girls, although in all cases 
the proportion of girls using alcohol 
or other drugs was less than for 
males. 

Inner cities often are hardest hit 
by the violence and instability that 
accompany drug-related activities. 
As we work to prevent drug use and 
build the esteem of the affected 
young people, everyone must un- 
derstand that they are a needed res- 
ervoir of untapped and unlimited 
energy and talent. It is important 
that parents, teachers, ministers, 
employers, justice system officials 
and others “Don’t Believe the Hype” 
about these youngsters, and join in 
the partnership to help them over- 
come pressures and frustrations in 
order to realize their life dreams.

Unhappily, Burton doesn’t fol- 
low through on these parallels. He 
drops them as quickly as they're 
introduced. Whenever there is a lull, 
he blasts Danny Elfman's strident 
score in as a misguided attempt to 
generate excitement. 

Only Pfeiffer, as Catwoman, 
appears to be enjoying herself. She 
looks great in her black leather cos- 
tume and delivers her wicked one- 
liners with zest. As Batman, Keaton 
gives such a lifeless performance 
you'dthink the Caped Crusader were 
one of the walking dead. 

DeVito is practically unrecog- 
nizable in his makeup, and Walken, 
who can be a wonderfully off-kilter 
performer is wasted. Pee-Wee 
Herman shows up in a small role as 
Penguin's dad. The movie could 
have used more of his gleeful comic 
energy. 

As in the first "Batman," the 
extravagant sets recall the German 
Expressionist movies of the 20's 
and 30's. (Walken's Max Shreck is 
an in-joke reference to the German 
actor of the same name who played 
the vampire in 1922's "Nosferatu.") 
The movie, though, has a bad habit 
of making a big production out of 
incidentals. 

Catwoman, for instance, cart- 
wheels through the streets when it 
would be faster and less exhausting 
for her to walk. Halfway through the 
movie, Keaton's Bruce Wayne dons 
his costume to great fanfare even 
though we’ ve already seen him sev- 
eral times in full garb. Penguin lives 
ina sewer that’s so sparkling-bright 
you have to wonder what kind of 
cleanser he uses. 

None of these scenes make 
sense, but they all look good. which 
in this movie is all that counts. 

“Batman Returns” is a huge 
expensive bore. It’s a movie that 
begs to be scaled down, abig-screen 
extravaganza that ironically will 
probably play better on TV. 

At one point, Pfeiffer purrs,

WASHINGTON, DC — The US 
Department of Agriculture has 
awarded $10 million to state Exten- 
sion Services to establish and con- 
tinue * Youth At Risk" programs in 
largeted communities across the 
nation. 

"Extension's .National Initia- 
tive on Youth, At Risk targets the 
needs of the next generation of 
Americans,” said Dr. Myron 
Johnsrud, administrator of USDA’s 
Extension Service. “One of 
Extension’s goals is to expand its 
outreach to more youth, particu- 
larly to those who are most vulner- 
able because of poverty, lack of 
parental andcommunity supportand 
negative peer pressure.”
